It  was  tlrst 
observed  In  this  country  by  Professor 
Hall,  U.  B,  X.  at  the  Naval  Obaerva- 
tory  last  Tlvursday  night,  and  observa- 
tions were  taken  again  Friday  nl«ht 
and    last    night. 

The  comet  has  e.  hright  nebulosity, 
and  on  the  night  of  December  1»  It 
showed  a  fairly  bright  nucleus  ,„ sur- 
rounded by  nebulosity,  and  appeared 
to    have   a   faint    tall    following. 

Amateur  astronomers  with  smalt 
glasses  may  see  the  cdmet,  Professor 
Hall  says,  by  using  Zeta  Erlnani  for  a 
starting  point.  VT"«>  comet  Is  approxi- 
mately 14  i-H  minutes  of  time  west  of 
this  star,"  he  explained,  "and  north  of 
tt  21.3  degrees.  It  la  moving  west  about 
54  seconds  of  time  per  day,  north  about 
6  i-4  minutes,  but  there  has  not  been 
enough  motion  so  far  to  compute  an 
orbit."

Mr.  Robertson  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
the  transfer  meant  only  moving  the 
license  about  one  block.  The  Lelami 
license  had  been  in  force  for  nearly  six- 
ty years  .  and  no  complaints  had 
been  made  of  the.  manner  In  whiili  it 
bad  been  conducted.  The  application  in- 
volved, in  no  sense,  the  creation  of  a 
new  license  and  a  majority  of  the  own- 
ers in  that  block  had  no  objection  to 
the  transfer.  The  objections  made  we're 
by  persons  who  are  opposed  to  liquor  li- 
es on  principle,  bat  the  board  should

The  reply  of  the  Government  will 
probably  be  before  the  City  Council  at 
next  Monday  evenings  meeting.  On 
the  suggestion  of  Sir  Richard,  Alderman 
Gleason  and  City  Engineer  Rust  yes- 
terday afternoon  met  members  of  the 
Inner  Harbor  Association  and  discussed 
the  project  That  body  has  been  advo- 
cating a  bridge,  the  level  of  which 
would  be  thirty-six  feet  above  high 
water  or  approximately  eighteen  feot 
above  the  level  of  the  existing  structure. 
The  city  recently  decided  that  a  two- 
foot  increase  In  the.  height  of  the  pres- 
ent level  should  be  recommended. 

At  yesterday  afternoon's  meeting  the 
Inner  Harbor  Association  agreed  to  ap- 
prove of  a  level  four  feet  above 
present  level.  Tho  level  which  the  Gov- 
ernment had  proposed  was  eight  feet 
above    the    existing    bridge    level. 

Alderman  Gleason  and  the  City  Kngi- 
.  in  their  report  to  the  Council  on 
Monday  evening  next,  will  recomrn.nl 
that  the  compromise  bi  adopted  and  the 
level  be  fixed  at  four  feet  above  the 
present  one.

2nd,  That  studies  calculated  to  make 
men  and  women  more  efficient  in  their 
dally  work  and  lives,  were  to  be 
thoroughly  provided  for  under  a  like 
able  corps  of  Instructors. 

His  discourse,  while  being  devoted 
mostly  to  an  exposition  of  the  second 
portion   of   his     theme,     was     perfectly 


clear  and  tjxutli'it  aa  to  the  first  part. 
Indeed,    a    "University    for    all    of    the 
people,   all    of    the    time"    would    neces- 
sarily  incfeide   the  arts  and   sciences. 
The    misapprehension    which    has   ap- 


parently arisen  in  some  quarters  as  to 
the  new  university  being  either  openly 
or  >  suggestively  antagonistic  to  science 
and  art.  Is  totally  unfounded.

•Sir.— With  reference  to  Mr.  Thomas' 
letter  re  the  •  formation  of  a-  company 
of  mounted  infantry,  I  should  like  to 
make  a.  few  suggestions,  as  1  believe  it 
would  be  a  splendid  adjunct  to  the 
military  forces  of  the  Island;  I  need 
hardly  point  out  the  usefulness  such  a 
body  of  men  would  be  if .  we  had  the 
misfortune  to  be  engaged  in  warfare 
on  this  Coast.  In  the  late  South  African 
War, .in  which  I  had  the  honor ,  to  serve, 
mounted  infantry  formed  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  fighting  forces,  In  fact, 
in  the  lost  eighteen  months  of  the  war 
the  active  forces  were  nearly  all. .com- 
posed of  mounted  infantry  (Yeomanry 
and  Colonial  Corps-  being  the  same 
thing);  I  believe  even  some  of  the  Brit- 
ivalry  regiments  were  turned  tem- 
porarily into  mounted  Infantry,  much  to 
their,  disgust. -.  .If  a  company  or  regi- 
ment of  mounted'  Infantry  was  to  be 
formed,  in -case  of  necessity  they  could 
be  attached  to  the  various  infantry 
nnits  in  sections  or  companies  to  act  as 
scouts,  gun  scouts,  etc.  As  regards 
raising  a  company,  I  do  not  think  there 
should  be  very  much  difficulty,  as  there 
must  be  ft  number  of  men  in  Victoria 
who  .would  join  a  mounted  corps  sooner 
than  they  would  an  Infantry  regiment, 
especially  those  who  have  already 
served  in  mounted  regiments.  The 
equipment  and  uniform  might  be  made 
of  a  simple  character,  which  would  off- 
set the  cost  of  the  horse.  Those  men 
who  .Hd  not  own  horses  of  their  own 
might  be  helped  to  some  ex- 
tent by  the  livery  stable  pro- 
prietors, as  was  done  In  Vmk- 
land  with  the  Yeomanry.

Higher  prices  to  the  producer  does 
not  necessarily  mean  a  <  corresponding 
Increase  to  the  cblisiimer,  but  If  the 
consumer  wishes  to  avoid  that  result, 
it  will  be  his  duty  and  to  his  Interest 
to  join  with  the  producer  In  a  co- 
operative system  of  buying  and  selling.

The  high  prices  for  food  arjj,  ns 
more  the  concern  of  the  farmer  than 
they  araStOf  the  elttwsn.

Sir^QnJy  a  few  hours  ago  Thad  the  pleasurable  opportunity  of  inspecting  and  admiring  every  de- 
tail of  British  Columbia's  newest  and  finest  playhouse,  which  is  to  be  formally  opened  to  the  public  on 
Monday  next.  And  pride  as  a  Canadian,  a  British  Columbian'  and  a  Victorian  of  twenty-ifive  years' 
residence  compels  me  to  publicly  record  my  sincere  opinion  that  nowhere  in  the  British  Empire  this,  .. 
year  of  1913,  will  so  magnificent  a  Christmas  present  be  received 'by  any  community  or  so  beautiful  and 
inspiring  a  monument  fee  raised  to  that  disinterested  public  spirit  and  optimistic  enterprise  which  have 
made  the  New-  Victoria  Theatre  an  actuality  after  years  of  disappointed  hopes  and  expectations. 

I  wonder  what  proportion  of  the  public  fully  realize  the  magnitude  of  the  accomplishment  which 
the  successful  consummation  of  the  Xcw  Theatre  project  represents  in  a  period  of  financial  depression 
from  the  effects  of  which  no  portion  of  this  broad  continent  has  been  >o  fortunate  as  to  be  exempt.
